This land could be restored to natural habitat.
Beavers have taken their toll on many of the trees
on this site.

The site is significant for its presence on a
portion of the river that is heavily industrialized
and otherwise developed. The Metropolitan Water
Reclamation District aeration station is located

just north of the site.
